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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

1) In claims 8 and 9, line 1, recitation "The liquid crystal display panel of claim 6, . 
. ." should be changed into - - The liquid crystal display panel of claim 1 as the 
claim 6 is canceled. 

2) In claims 19 and 20, line 1, recitation "The liquid crystal display panel of claim 
17,.. ." should be changed into - - The liquid crystal display panel of claim 1 1 as 
the claim 17 is canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-5, 7-9, 11,13-16 and 18-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 , 3-5, 7-9, 11, 13-16 and 1 8-20 are allowable because the prior art of 
record neither anticipated nor rendered obvious that a liquid crystal panel comprises 
various related elements as claimed with specific features recited in the claims 1 and 11 
as follows: 
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a seal pattern on the over-coat layer, the seal pattern including a support 
member and entirely overlapped with the black matrix (as shown in Fig. 5), the support 
member including a glass ball or glass fiber; wherein a thickness(t) of the over-coat 
layer is 3um<t<5um, the thickness on the first substrate absorbing an external force to 
prevent the compression or depression of the black matrix and the glass ball or glass 
fiber having a diameter of about ± 1 urn compared to the cell gap between the first and 
second substrates, wherein the black matrix is extended to an end portion of the first 
substrate so that the side surface of black matrix is exposed to the outside of the 
attached first and second substrates as shown in Fig. 5 or Fig. 7.
